Tho sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stéad a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Maniteba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District.

If the British navy cannot starve 
the Teutons out, it can make them 
pay dearly for what they get, and 
thus help to educate them om the 
consequences of war.
